TO POLICE BOARD 


‘Mayor Gaynor Begins 


Reorganization. 


Commissioner Baker and His/ 
Deputies Step Down and 
Out---Gaynor Determined to 
Place Police Department on 
Higher Plane. 


New York, October 20.—The long-ex- 
pected shake-up in the administration 
of the police department occurred late 
today, when announcement was made | 
from Mayor Gaynor’s office that Police! 
Commissioner W. F. Baker and his 
deputies, Frederick H. Bugher and 
Charles Kirby, had resigned. 

James C. Cropsey, a Brooklyn law- 
yer, was named to succeed Mr. Baker; | 
Clement J. Driscoll, who has attracted , 
public attention recently by his ac- | 
tivity as commissioner of weights and 
measures, was appointed first deputy 
to succeed Mr. Bugher, and Captain 
William J. Flynn, chief operative of 
the United States secret service, was 
made head of the detective bureau, 
with the title of second deputy. Mr. 
Flynn's appointment is in line with the 
known intention of Mayor Gaynor te 
reorganize thoroughly the detective 
bureau. 

The changes, while long expected, 
came with an abruptness not unfa- 
miliar since Mayor Gaynor took office, 
It had been expected that the mayor, 
following the disagreement between 
Commissioner Baker and Acting May- 
or Mitchell, while Mr. Gaynor was 
convalescing at St. James from his 
wound, would make changes in the de- 
partment, and there was some sur- 
prise that he did not act earlier, but 
the mayor was not ready then and 
soothed the matter over until he was 
ready to act. That time came today.

Important Ruling by 
Judge W. T. Newnan. 


He Holds Jurisdiction Over a 
Case in Which Petitioner in 
Bankruptcy Made Plea of 
Usury Against Man From 
Whom He Borrowed.

Judge William T. New'man 
handed down a decision which 
the money-lenders another blow, 
which, it is believed, will have the ef- 
fect of making the salary assignments 
dischargeable in bankruptcy. On June 
21, 1910, C. B. Cannon, an engineer in 
the employ of the Southern Railway 
Company, filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy. Among the debts which he 
listed as being owed by him was one 
to P. P. Jackson for money borrow'ed 
during the month of June, 1910. After 
he filed this petition Jackson notified 
the Southern Railway Company that 
he held an assignment to the wages 
earned by Cannon during the time 
from June 1 to June 10, 1919, and d2- 
manded payment of the amount to 
him. Cannon, through his attorneys, 
Ogburn, Dorsey & Shelton, notified the 
railway company of. the 
proceedings and requested them not to 
pay the money to Jackson, and im- 
mediately filed a petition to Judge 
Newman asking that Jackson be or- 
dered to withdraw the assigmment and 
that he be enjoined from trying to 
collect a debt which had been listed 
and which would be discharged in 
bankruptcy. 

Claimed He Paid Usury. 

Cannon set up that he had been bor- 

rowing money from Jackson and had 
been giving assignments merely for 
the purpose of getting the loan and 
had been paying usury at the rate of 
20 per cent a month, until he had 
fully repaid all he owed Jackson. He 
also claimed in his petition that the 
assignment was void since Jackson 
had charged more than 5 per cent a 
month as interest, in violation of the 
criminal statute which was passed in 
1908, and under. which the 146 true 
bills were found by the last grand jury, 
and set up that unless Jackson was en- 
joined from trying to collect a debt 
which had been listed in bankruptcy, 
he was in danger of losing his position 
with the railway company. 
When the case came up for a hear- 
ing several] weeks ago, Jackson filed 
a demurrer, claiming that the federal] 
court had no jurisdiction to hear the 
questions presented in the bankrupt’s 
petition. Judge Newman handeg down 
an opinion yesterday overruling the 
demurrers, 

Court Retains Jurisdiction. 

This means that the court will retain 
jurisdiction of the case, and hear evi- 
dence on the questions as to whether 
or not statements in the petition are 
true, and if se, grant the injunction 
against Jackson, and order him to 
withdraw the assignment. In which 
event it will be a ruling to the effect 
that the assignments are a mere sub- 
terfuge to avoid the statutes against 
usury, and that in reality the trans- 
action is a@ mere loan of money, so that 
the debts of the money lender will be 
discharged by bdhnkruptcy. Hereto- 
fore, when a petition in bankruptcy 
was filed, the money lender would im- 
mediately file with the railway com- 
pany his assignments and get his 
money, although the groceryman, the 
doecter and the other creditors of the 
bankrupt would have their debts dis- 
@| Charged. 

This decision is very important, since 
it involves the very same question as 
that in the indictments which were 
found by the last grand jury ,that is, 
as to whether or not the salary 4s- 
signment is a subterfuge to get around 
the statute making it illegal] to charge 
high rates of interest.

Episcopal Convention 


Adopts Resolutions by 
Bishop O. K. Nelson. 


A letter from Bishop C. K. Nelson 
received in Atlanta yesterday recites 
the resolutions adopted by the house 
of bishops of the Protestant Episcopal 
church, now assembled in Cincinnati, 
indorsing in strongest terms the lay- 
men’s missionary movement. 

The resolutions were introduced by 
Bishop Nelson, and he was one of the 
committee of five appointed to convey 
the message to the laymen’s meeting. 
The letter of Bishop Nelson follows: 


Editor Constitution:

Cincinnati, October 20.—The follow: 
ing new bishops were appointed by the 
Protestant Episcopal general conven- 
tion now in session in this city: 

Rev. Allen Beecher, of Omaha, to be 
bishop of Kearney, Neb.

Rev. Edward A.. Temple, Waco, 
Texas, to be bishop of northern Texas. 

The most noteworthy actions of the 
convention during its three weeks’ ses- 
Sion have been the creation of the suf- 
fragan bishops, the calling of a world's 
conference for Christian unity and 4 
movement toward indorsing unctioh 
to the sick for healing purposes, 
rather than for spiritual needs. 
Bishop Arthur F. Lloyd, of southern 
Virginia, was elected president of the 
reorganized board of domestic and for- 
eign missions at the afternoon session 
of both houses today. The name of 
Bishop Brent, of the Philippines, was 
alo proposed, but was withdrawn and 
Bishop Lloyd's election was unani- 
mous. 

A resolution in the house of depu- 
ties declaring “that the protest against 
the unfair and inhuman treatment of 
the Jews in the Empire of Russia” was 
lost by a close vote, and the resolu- 
tion was placed on the calender.

CRIPPEN: FACED 
HIS ACTUSE AS

American Doctor, With Com- 
posure, Gives Sketch of His 
Career and Tells How He 
Used Hyoscin in Compound- 
ing Tabloids. .

London, October 20.—Dr. 
Harvey Crippen faced his 
from the witness box today. 
It was a dramatic moment when the 
diminutive figure of the American 
emerged from the comparative isola- 
tion of the commodious dock and took 
a position where he was stared at with 
imierest by the throng that filled the 
New Bailey court room, 

Crippen was pale, but his composure 
that has remained since he was first 
charged with the murder of his actress 
wife, Belle Elmore, did not desert him, 
He stepped quietly but quickly into the 
box, and, holding the Bible in his hand, 
took the oath quite calmly. 

Under the tactful guidance of his 

counsel, Crippen gave a sketch of his 
career. He had studied the theories, 
but had not taken a practical course 
in surgery. He had performed a post- 
mortem. The drugs which he had pur- 
chased in England, he explained, wera 
wholly for his own preparations. He 
explained the purchase of hyoscin, the 
poison which the crown alleges was 
used to kill Belle Eimore, by saying 
that it was required for use in the 
treatment of nervous cases, and de- 
scribed his formula in making up 
hyoscin tabloids. Of the hyoscin whicn 
he purchased on January 19, the doctor 
said he had used about two-thirds. 
The prisoner spoke slowly as he pro- 
ceeded. He admitted that there was a 
scar on the body of his wife four and 
one-half inches in length. It was 
caused, he said, by an operation twelve 
years ago. He had never administered 
hyoscin to his wife. He had no idea 
whose was the body unearthed in the 
cellar of his Hilldrop Crescent home. 
In fact, he was not aware that a body 
had been buried there until he returned 
to England under &arrest. 
The medical evidenc eclosed the 
ease for the prosecution and the stir 
in the court room as Mr. Tobin rose 
to address the court showed the keen 
interest which the announcement of 
the line of defense was awaited. 

This interest was whitted by the 
first sentence of counsel, who con- 
firmed his earlier statement to the 
press that Crippen would enter the 
witness box immediately when his at- 
torney had concluded his address. 
Medical witnesses would follow, Mr. 
Tobin said, one of whom had the 
highest reputation as a microscopic 
expert, woudl give conclusive reasons 
why the mark on the skin was not a 
scar. 

Similarly an authority on poisons 
would testify that the alkaloid found 
in the body might be easily animal 
alkaloid developed after death. 

The defense, as is now known, will 
attempt to prove that the body found 
in Crippen’s home was not that of his 
wife. 


NECKWEAR. MAKERS 
HAVE CONSUMPTION 


People Work in North- 


That Are Unhealthly. 


The strike of 20,000 neckwear work- 
ers in New York city remains unabat- 
ed, with little prospect in sight for its 
settlement. 

The New York dally newspapers 
have been dealing with the revolting 
conditions of “sweat shop” methods 
that disclosures caused by tthe strike 
revealed. 

Investigations by a few philanthro- 
pic women settlement workers have 
resulted in finding that these workers, 
mostly immigram girls, have, besides 
being very poorly paid, been subjected 
to such unhygienic conditions that in 
a great many instances widespread 
prevalance of consumption and other 
contagious diseases has been the re- 
sult. 

Colonies of these disease-ridden un.- 
fortunates have been rescued from 
their deplorable surroundings and are 
being sent to sanitariums for treat- 
ment. 

It is appromixately estimated that 
over half of the neckwear used in the 


York city. A striking contrast to these 
unsavory conditions is that of the some 
dozen or more manufacturers of neck- 
wear in the south. 

Their workers are better paid, 
their work rooms afford a most sani- 
tary condition and neither they or the 
purchaser are subjected to the danger 
of the germs of consumption or other 
diseases.

«PLACING COTTON’S BURDEN WHERE IT BELONGS. | 


Elsewhere The Constitution publishes an interview with 
Charles J. Haden, of this city, in which he instructively discusses 
the status of the controversy over the guarantee of bills of lading 
for cotton, with suggestions for a remedy. 

Mr. Haden has studied the complicated phases of the question 
exhaustively. He has. investigated the situation thoroughly in 
England, where he was the guest of Sir Edward Holden, the prom- 
inent English banker, who recently represented a committee of 
British bankers in the negotiations of a few days ago in New 
York city. 

Mr. Haden’s contention is that, sooner or later, the spinner 
will have to come direct to the cotton belt, buying the staple 
through personal representatives and assuming all risks of trans- 
portation. He estimates that such a system would save, at pres- 
ent prices, in the neighborhood of $20,000,000 a year now lost in 
the waste of sampling, careless handling, commissions, profits and 
tolls under various names imposed upon the cotton in transit. 

Mr. Haden also points out that while the farmer is actually 
paid in cash for his product, tHat the fiber is itself carried event- 
ually on credit and that the burden falls inevitably upon the pro- 
ducer. Cotton, he declares, “is the best collateral on earth. Why 
put it on parity with merchandise of a lower financial rank.” 

His analogy between the cotton and the lumber industry illus- 
trates the logic of the transformation he expects in the marketing 
of the former. 

There is no reason why a similar plan should not be adopted 
with regard to cotton. The international importance of that staple, 
indeed, makes it more logical that a method approximating this one 
should be employed. 

Without the product of the southern cotton farmer the mills 
of England and the European continents—among the first of their 
industries—could not turn a wheel. Without American cotton 
British and, to an extent, European trade would be paralyzed, and 
thgir financial status thrown into'a condition bordering on panic. 

Such being the case, there is no need for either the southern 
farmer or the southern banker to unduly agitate themselves over 
the outcome.

DAVID BENNETT HILL. 


In the death of David B. Hill, at his home near Albany, N. Y., 
in the 67th year of his life, there passed away one of the master 
politicians of American history. 

Whether the “Sage of Wolfert’s Roost” deserves the tribute 
“statesman,” is a subject of dispute. But as an organizer he had 
few equals and no superiors. To him a political machine was a 
thing of beauty, and the steam roller as necessary as the presiding 
officer’s gavel. 

In the course of a long, turbulent and strenuous political life, 
as city attorney, mayor, governor and United States senator, he 
was a man of force, and in every field was a leader. 

Finally, at the summit of his career, he entered the Chicago 
national convention of 1892 as a candidate for the democratic nomi- 
nation for president. He was backed by the enthusiastic support 
of the organization of the party in his own pivotal state of New 
York, and his nerves were steeled by as relentless a hatred of his 
opponent, Grover Cleveland, as any candidate ever felt. The result 
is known. 

In that memorable contest he went down in defeat, and Hill’s 
star sank as that of Cleveland rose. The democratic nominée was 
predestined to win that year, and Cleveland was elected, as Hill 
would have been had he been nominated. Four years later Cleve- 
land saw his party rent asunder and an easy prey for a united op- 
position. It has never recovered from the demoralization Cleve- 
land brought about. ’ 

Had Hill been nominated the result might have been different, 
and the whole political history of the past two decades might have 
been different. His genius for organization would undoubtedly have 
exerted itself to perfect a national organization that would have 
kept democracy in power, at least for a while. For first, last and 
all the time David B. Hill was a democrat and believed in demo- 
cratic principles and democratic SUCCESS. 

Lacking somewhat that quality of genius which invents new 


_ political issues, fires the imagination of the voters with new theories 


of government and blazes a trail for progressive legislation, he pos- 
sessed the qualities of a Hanna or a Harriman. He was a prac- 
tical man. 

While his name will not be perpetuated by any great pieces of 
constructive legislation, David B. Hill will be recalled as a forceful, 
aggressive, courageous figure, more promingnt as a partisan than 
as a patriot. a

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FOREIGN SPINNERS SHOULD BUY 
DIRECT IN THE COTTON BELT 


Charles J. Haden Discusses Bill of Lading Guarantee 


Controversy and Advances Sugges- 


tion for Remedy. . 


The present agitation between Ameri- 
can and British interests over the 
method of cotton shipments will prob- 
ably result in a more radical change 
than the British contemplate, or de- 
sire. 

The American growers are learning 
something to their advantage. It is 
believed by those who have studied the 
question that the old system has out- 
lived its usefulness and is needlessly 
burdensome on the farmer. 

Charles J. Ha@den, of Atlanta, has 
given the subject much study for years. 
At the invitation of the American 
Bankers’ Association he delivered a 
speech On that subject in 1906. In 1907 
he spent several weeks in Manchester, 
England, famillarizing himself with 
conditions on the other side, and while 
there saw and was entertained by Sir 
Edward H. Holden, who was recently 
in New York at the head of the British 
bankers’ committee, in conference with 
American bankers, on the subject of 
Guaranteeing bills of lading. 

Of the subject generally Mr. Haden 
said yesterday to The Constitution; 

“It was my good fortune while in 
England to be the guest of Sir Fi- 
ward Holden at a dinner in the cafe 
of the house of commons. He was then 
a tnember of that body and perhaps 
still retains his seat. His bank is the 
third largest in the world, and prob- 
ably finances more American imports 
into Great Britain than any other in- 
stitution. He is a self-made man, reared 
among the Lancashire mills. His in- 
terest In his arguments are naturally 
with the importer and the spinner. He 
recognizes the growing power of the 
organized growers, and the approach- 
ing day when they will dictate the 
terms. 

No Valid Argument. 

“There is no tenable argument 
against a system which would re- 
quire the spinners’ purchasing «agent 
to locate during the cotton season in 


ra 


the local market town of the cotton 
belt, and buy directly from the local 
cotton warehouses. Then the spinners, 
themselves, get the benefit of buying 
frcm first hands and knowing what 
they buy, and at the same time assume 
tLe risks of transportation. It is safe 
to estimate that the waste of sampling, 
careless handling, commissions, profits 
and tolls under various names, with 
wlich cotton is taxed in transit from 
farmer to spinner, is one cent a pound. 
Th‘s at present prices is more than 7 
per cent. If even the half of this could 
be saved it would equal a sum based 
on last year’s exports, nearly $20,000,- 
000. 

“While under the old system the 
farmer is paid cash, yet, in actual oper- 
at‘on. the cotton is bought by the 
foreigner on time. The price of credit 
indirectly, but surely, falls on the pro- 
ducer. It is abnormal. Cotton is near- 
ly as marketable as gold bullion. It 
is the best collateral] on the earth. 
Why put it on parity with merchandise 
with a lower financial rank? 

“Prior to 15 years ago, the lumber 
marufacturers of the south’ shipped 
their product to northern markets, 
based on delivered prices. They were 
at the mercy of the buyer in the mat- 
ter of inspection. If the buyer reiect- 
ed 1,000 feet the loss to the shipper 
was equivalent to 2,000 feet, be- 
cause the shipper lost the freight and 
the freight was as much or more than 
the lumber. Finally, the mill men got 
together; they demanded mill inspec- 
tion and payment and their demands 
were successful. Added prosperity came 
with the change. When I haid interest 
ia saw mill stock 18 years ago, the 
northern buyer would have regarded it 
presumptuous to have required him to 
come to the mill and inspect and pay; 
now he is pleased with the privilege of 
doing so. If the cotton people will 


stenu together a like reformation will 
come about in the cotton trade.”

CAPT. R. M. CLAYTON MAKES 
_ REPLY TO HL L. COLLIER 


It was not my intention to engage 
in any newspaper card writing in this 
campaign, and would not now, except 
to answer the charges made by Mr. 
Colliér against my department in yes- 
terday aafterrioon’s Journal. These 
charges appear to have been purposely 
delayed until the evening before the 
election so as not to give me oppor- 
tunity for adequate reply. 

Various classes of work are done by 
contract under the supervision of my 
department. Bids for this work are 
asked for by advertisement. These bids 
are made to the general council. They 
are referred to the appropriate com- 
mittee, and upon the committee’s re- 
port the council acts, which action 
must be approved by the mayor. The 
city engineer makes ho contracts for 
the city. The duty of the city en- 
gineer is to see that the city’s con- 
tracts are carried out. 

I have nothing to do with the quar- 
rel of Mr. Collier with Mr. Sam Ven- 
able. I am reliably informed that at 
one time when Mr. Collier was asso- 
ciated with the Venables that there 
was some question of irregularity in 
his accounts. However, I respectfully 
submit that that question should be 
settled between Mr. Venable and Mr. 
Collier, and not be lugged into this 
campaign. 

Venable Brothers have never receiv- 
ed a contract from the city except 
where they were the lowgst bidders at 
a public letting; where the whole 
world was invited to compete, and the 
contracts were awarded by the mayor 
and general council, and not by me, 

As to Mr. Collter’s appiica.iion for 
membership in the American Society of 
Civil Engineers, I wish to say that

DIPHTHERIA CASES 
FOUND IN SCHOOLS 


The Examinations Show 
Twenty-One Cases— 
Children Stopped. 


Several mild cases of dphtheria 
have so far been found among the 
children of the public schools’ by the 
examining physicians. The work was 
begun last Wednesday, and will last 
for two or three days fiext week. 

Health Officer J. P. Kennedy state: 
yesterday that all the physicians 
who have made examinations have 
not turned in their reports. Those 
who have turned in reports show that 
over twenty cases of diphtheria were 
found in the schools, and it is believed 
by the time all the examinations are 
made there will be over a hundred 
cases, 

_Although the cases found were mild, 
yet the very miidest cases can carry 
the infection and cause the most se- 
vere cases. It Is the mild cases that 
do the most harm jin the way of spread- 
ing the disease, for those who are 
mildly afflicted do not know they have 
diphtheria, but attribute the symptoms 
to sore throat. 

The examination of the school child- 
ren’s throats will be pushed as rapidly 
as possible, and every case of diphthe- 
ria found and reported. 

As fast as children are found with 
the malady they are stopped from 
school. Already mor@ than twenty 
have been sent home, where they will 
remain until they’ are well.

SPEECHES MADE 
FOR WOODWARD 


Campaign Closes With 
Open-Air Meeting on 
Court House Steps. 


James G. Woodward's campaign. for 
mayor of Atlanta was brought to a 
close last night when he and two other 
speakers addressed a large-size crowd 
from the steps of the county court- 
house. The crowd was enthusiastic 
and the speakers were often interrupt- 
ed by shouts of applause. 

All| three speakers expressed the ut- 
most confidence in the outcome of the 
election today, giving it as their opin- 
ion that Mr. Woodward will] be elected 
by a handsome majority. They urged 
those present to go to the polls early, 
predicting that there will be efforts 
on the part of the Winn supporters to 
prevent many working people from 
getting to the polls in the afternoon. 

Attorney John Methvin was the first 
speaker of the evening. 

He began by saying that he did not 
Wish to array one class against an- 
other, but rather to advocate the prin- 
ciple of equal rights to ail and special 
privileges to none. 

He called attention to the inequality 
existing in the tax assessments of the 
city, saying that a change is one of 
the city’s crying needs. In this con- 
nection he charged that the resolution 
favoring this change would never have 
been passed had it not been for the 
fact that Mr. Woodward is advocating 
the measure.

SAM H. VENABLE REPLIES © 
10 HL. COLLIER 


TO THE PUBLIC: Iam no candidate for office, but 
I have been viciously attacked in a dirty card by H. L. 
Collier in The Journal of yesterday evening; and, in jus- 
tice to all concerned, I reluctantly make reply. I have, 
heretofore, refused to publish these facts, because of the 
heart aches it would give. 

Henry Collier was my boyhood friend and schoolmate. 
I loved him and trusted him. Some years ago my brother 
and I gave Henry Collier a one-third interest in our curb 
business at Lithonia. This was a free gift, and in addition 
we furnished ample capital to run it. It was worth to 
him $3,000 to $4,000 per year. | 

After the business had been running some time, it 
was reported to me by Mr. Pease, our paymaster, that Mr. 
Collier was doctoring his accounts. This report, at first, 
I refused to believe. My refusal to believe was so em- 
phatic that my faithful employee threatened to leave me. 
Among other things reported to me was that Mr. Collier 
had shipped a number of cars of stone to New Orleans 
and other places and had made no record of it. Had not 
charged it against himself on his books kept at Lithonia. 
My brother made a trip to New Orleans and there he 
found where a number of cars had been shipped, of which 
no account had been given. He found that the purchaser 
had been requested to communicate directly with Mr. Col- 
lier and not with our office. He found that the ears had 
been paid for to Mr. Collier. This money Mr. Collier put 
in his pocket. No return was made of it. The amount 
we traced and discovered was more than $3,000. How 
much more I never knew: 

I called upon Mr. Collier to go over his books and ours 
and verify the account. He did so and stated in writing 
that the account covered all shipments made. The ac- 
count, you will understand, did not include the shipments 
to New Orleans referred to. After he verified his account 
he was confronted with the proofs of his duplicity. He 
acknowledged his guilt. He was promptly discharged. 
Our connection ceased at that moment forever. 

Below you will find an affidavit of George W. Webb, 
engineer, showing the secrecy and design with which Mr. 
Jolhier set about to betray my trust. This conduct began 
within thirty days from the time he went with us, and 
continued for two years, until he was detected. My books 
and records are at my office, open to any who may ques- 
tion these statements. 

Mr. Collier’s enmity toward me dates not from the 
time of any alleged. deficiencies in my contract work with 
the city, but from the time I discovered his shortage. 

During the last 29 years I have had many contracts 
with the city. These were made by the mayor and general 
council, after a fair, open bidding. I never got a contract 
except when I was the lowest bidder. [I never made a 
contract with the city engineer. The city engineer does 
not make contracts. All the contracts I have had have 
been faithfully carried out to the letter, as all the records 
will show. ' 

The sum of $7,500 referred to by Mr. Collier as having 
been paid by certain asphalt companies was paid under 
the following circumstances: , 

A number of companies had done asphalt work in the 
city. I was interested in one of them; certain repairs had 
been made by Mr. Collier, which, it was claimed, was 
chargeable to the contract. Some of the repairs were 
chargeable to them and some were not. The city council, 
after fair consideration, with the approval of the city 
attorney, approved this settlement. My company paid 
$1,000 of it. This was a fair, open adjustment. Everybody 
seems to be satisfied with it except Mr. Collier. 

The interest Mr. Collier takes in the taxpayers at 
this late hour is rather more political than economic. His 
insinuations against me, if true, would be a reflection upon 
the mayors and general councils for the last 29 years. It 
is hard to believe that their interest in the taxpayers has 
been any less than his. 

In answer to the charge that certain cities have been 
closed to me and my business, I wish to say that I am now 
doing business in them or have recently done so, and 
every one is open to me if I can place the lowest bid. [ 
am now doing business with the United States government 
at the Federal Prison in Atlanta. I built the new post- 
office. All this shows the reckless abandon of a malignant 
heart and a defeated candidate.

The boll weevil congress wil] be held 
November 23-24, at which time the 
commissioners of agriculture from the 
sixteen southern states will] be in ses- 
sion here. There will be in addition 
to these the assistant commissioners 
of agriculture, directors of experi- 
mental stations, heads of agricultural 
colleges, state veterinarians and many 
others. A goodly portion of this dele- 


gation, it is expected, will be in at- 
tendance at the boll weevil congress, 
since the fighting vf this pest is now 
one of the niost important questions 
with which southern agricultura] in- 
terests have to cope. 

Will Invite Experts. 

The attendance at the boll weevil 
congress will not, by any manner of 
means, be dependent upon those who 
come to the gathering of the agricul- 
tural commissioners. *The committee 
which Chairman J. T. Holleman will 
appoint to take charge of the plans 
for the congress will invite to be pres- 
ent at the congress all classes who are 
interested in cotton in any way. This 
includes not only cotton manufac- 
turers, but cotton seed concerns, a 
class at this time as much orsmore 
concerned at the ravages of the boll 
weevil as any other in the country. 

Experts from the department of 
agriculture of the federal government 
will also be invited to attend, and it !s 
believed that a number of men in this 
department, who pave studied the boll 
weevil in Texas and Louisiana, wilf, 
be on hand to point out the best way 
of fighting the pest, as well as to give 
advice as to the most effectual means 
of preventing its getting a hold in 
Georgia. 

Big Corn Show Next Year. 


Instead of holding a state corn show 
here this fall, the committee decided 
to carry the matter over until next 
fall] and make the show one which will 
embrace everything south of the Poto- 
mac and Ohio rivers and east of the 
Mississippi. Instead of the $5,000- 
premium list which it was planned to 
offer at the state show, one of double 
this amount will be offered, and it is] 
believed that a $10,000-premium list 
wil] be sufficiently large to attract 
entries from all sections of the south- 
eastern portion of the country. 

The committee which Chairman 
Holeman is to appoint will not wait 
until mext year to begin working for 
this show. On the other hand, the 
members will be expected to begin 
immediately getting farmers 
all over the country to specially pre- 
pare small patches for the purpose of 
raising corn to be entered at the 
show.

min Harvey Hill. His birthday wae 
November 3, 1852, and it was upon the 
old plantation he passed the early days 
of his life, his early education being 
acquired at rura] schools near the old 
Plantation. While he lived bis. teens 
the conflict between the north and-the 
south was at its height,-and during the 
closing years of that titanic struggle, 
he was in the very midst of runaway 
slaves with the shadows of advancing 
blue-clad soldiers constantly hovering 
over him. 

Stout of heart and with that fearless 
disposition which has ever characteriz- 
ed hts life, Mr. Hill passed his days at 
the old homestead while his father 


was either upon the field of battle, at} 


the front or in council with President 
Davis and his official household. 
‘Lived in Troup County. 

The: - war over, Senator Hill came back 
to his home in Troup, and there Char- 
ley Hill, his youngest son, continued 
his studies. In 1867 Senator Hill moved 
his family to Athens, so that his chil- 
dren might have better educational ad- 
vantages. After preparing himself for 
the study of law Charley Hill entered 
the law department of the state uni- 
versity, from which he was graduated 
in. 1871 Mr. Hil located in Twiggs 
county, where he gave his time and at- 
tention 70 his profession, but within a 
short time he decided to give his at- 
tention to agriculture, and purchasing 
one of the best plantations in that 
section, he delved as deeply and dili- 
gently into farming as he had into 
legal problems, 

liis father,.at thar time, was a mem- 
ber of the Uniied*® States senate, and 
Mr .Hill, while farming, passed a 2Z0u. 
part of his time fn Washington, where 
he came in contact with the leading, 
representative and most brilliant men 
of the nation. Just at that period 
James G. Blaine was the leader of the 
republican: party, and was universally 
recognized as one of America’s great- 
est statesmen, He was ever given a‘ 
tent®on when he arose on the floor of 
the senate. . It was Ben Hill alone who 
was ‘abte:to-cope with him. 

Charley Hill was an almost constant 
companion of his father in Washington 
in those days. 

While bitterly opposed to each other 
poliiically, Senator Hill and Senator 
Biaine were warm personal friends, 
and in the rotunda of the capitol and 
at their hotels there were many friend- 
ly meetings between the Georgian and 
the man from Maine. It was bur nat- 
ural that the son of the Georgian and 
Maine's plumed knight should meet. 
They did meet and they met often. 
Chariteyv Hill was then a man of few 
years, but -he. manifested .quickly the 
brillianey and the buoyancy of his 
father, and it was but natural that S5en- 
ator Blaine and the young Georgian 
should become warm friends, and that 
friendship lasted up to the death ot 
the Maine senator.

And from that day ‘to the present 
Charles Dougherty Hill has been pros- 
ecuting attorney forthe Atlanta cir- 
cuit. Never but once did he: have op- 
position for the solicitorship, and’ in 
that contest he won with hands down. 
Since that race the ‘office went. to 
Charley’ Hill as an inherent right, it 
might-be said. : 

Historians of Georgia say that Mr. 


Hill had to his credit: the distinction 


of having made a record as one of the 
ablest and at the same time one of the 
kindest and most just public prose- 
cutors in his day and generation: in 
Georgia. He has been characterized 
by his cotemporaries as a lawyer of 
most. solid attainments and greatest 
facility in the marshaling of. facts .and 
evidence. Of him it has been written 
in a Georgia history: 
A Tribute in History. 

“Felicitous of speech, quick at re- 
partee, ready at all times with bright 
and sparkling quotations from his 
favorite authors, and rich in all the 
varied resources and accomplishments 
of the orator, he stands without a 
peer among the able. and distinguished 
prosecuting .officers of Georgia. Mr. 
Hill possesses a peculiar mind. It is 
not only quick in its perceptions, but 
is remarkably firm in its retentive- 
ness. -He never makes a: note in the 
trial of any case, however important 
it may be, and never mistakes the evi- 
dence in the argument’ of his cause to 
the jury. His preparations are purely 
mental, and in. none of his’ great 
speeches has he -employed ‘the ‘use of 
a pencil. Perhaps no member at the 
bar has a more prodigious memory.” 

In 1885 Mr. Hill became solicitor of 
the Atlant circuit, and has ‘since held 
the place. Of him it can be truth- 
fully'said that he is open-hearted,; gen- 
erous and kind almost to a fault. No 
one Knew Charley Hill but to love 
hime 

In early life Mr. Hill was united. in 
marriage with Miss Hughes, of Twiggs 
county, one of the most charming and 
cultured young women of the. state. 
Only. a few years ago Mrs. Hill died 
at the Hill home. in this city, and her 
death was a severe, almost tragic, 
blow to Mr. Hill.) Of that union there 
was one child, Benjamin Harveye Hill, 
Jr., now one..of Atianta’s successful 
young attorneys. 

Mrs. Hill wWas a daughter. of. Hon. 
Daniel Hughes, of Twiggs county, a 
member of congress in his days, and a 
prominent one, too... She was a sister 
of Hon. Dudley. Hughes, of Twiggs 
county, member of congress from that 
district.
